U.S. Seeks 
Talks With 
Japan on 
Salmon Haul 


Foreign Office spokesmen said 
yesterday the United States 
wants to hegotiate on alleged 
indiscriminate Japanese red sal- 
= catching in the North Paci 


The spokesmen said the 
United States made the propo 
sal Thursday. 

They said the U.S. wants toe 
discuss measures to protect sal- 


mon resources prior to the 
November meeting in Tokyo of 


the three-nation International 
North Pacific Fisheries Commis- 
sion. The Pacific area involved 
is covered by the Japan-US.- 
Canada fishery treaty. 

Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
officials said they expected such 
a proposal in view of moves by 
American fishermen in the Alas- 
kan area for expansion of ban 
zone area for Japanese salmon 
fishing. 

They said they feared the 
U.S. proposal would be certain 
to place the Japanese Govern- 
ment in a difficult position since 
it came during the stalled 
Japan-Soviet fishery talks. 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry officials said Japanese 
fishermen are now allowed to 
fish in waters west of the 175 
degrees west longitude line un- 
der the tripartite treaty that 
was signed in 1952. 

Thev sald, however, that Amer- 
ican fishermen in the Alaskan 
area are taking the stand that 
their poor salmon catch was due 
to the fish moving to waters 
authorized for Japan and that 
Japanese fishermen were catch- 
ing the salmon indiscriminately. 

They said they thought the 
U.S. wants to shorten the de- 
marcation line to a point near- 
er to the Japanese islands. 


Military Pay Raise 
OK'd by House Unit 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A bill 
raising military pay scales was 
approved by the U.S, House of 
Representatives Armed Services 
Committee Thursday and routed 
toward the floor. The House Is 
expected to vote Monday or 
Tuesday. 

A companion measure, which 
like the House bill is designed 
to keep more good men in the 
service, is pending im the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 


If enacted, the measure would 
mean a pay raise for practically 
all eareer servicemen—thoze 
with two or more years of ac- 
tive duty. Privates and officers 
in their first two years of active 
duty would not be affected. 

It also would authorize the 
different services to grant extra 
pay raises for certain skills and 
proficiencies. The nature of 
these skills could be rewarded 
by Up to $150 a month in special 
raises or by promotions up to 
two steps in pay, but not rank. 

In addition the bill provides 
for a 6 per cent pay increase 
for retired personnel,

Sharp Soviet Note Raps 
Bonn’s Summit Policy 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Kremlin 
accused West Germany Thurs- 
day night of trying to block an 
East-West summit conference at 
the risk of jeopardizing German 
reunification. 

An aide memoire, delivered to 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
in Bonn by Soviet Ambassador 
A. A. Smirnov Wednesday and 
released in Moscow 24 hours 
later, charged that Bonn was 
more interested in serving the 
interests of “non-European cir: 
cles”"—an obvious reference to 
the United States—than in 
bringing peace to the German 
people. 

The brief but bristling note 
said West Germany “placed in- 
comparably greater inyportance” 
on the prospect of winning nu- 
clear and rocket weapons from 
the United States than on eas- 
ing international tension and 
liquidating the cold war. 

The Kremiin presented no 
new proposals to resolve East- 
West differences or solve the 
problem of German . reunifica- 
tion, 

Going over the head of the

Japan Fishery Union Chiefs 
Reported Seeking U.S. Talks 


SEATTLE (AP)—An official 
of the International Association 
of Machinists said that leaders 
of * the Japanese  fishermen’s 
union want to meet with repre- 
sentatives of American unions 
in the fishing industry in an 
effort to solve the north Pacific 
salmon crisis. 

Rudolph Faupl, who repre- 
sents the machinists in foreign 
affairs, said the Japanese union 
leaders believe they can, In a 
face to face meeting with their 
American counterparts, reach 
an understanding on the sal- 
mon problem, 

American fishermen have 
blamed fishing by Japan’s high- 
seas salmon fleet for a serious 
decline in American and Alas- 
kan salmon stocks. They have 
urged a drastic cutdown in U.S,

Faup! said such demands have 
been interpreted in Japan as evi- 
dence of anti-Japanese feeling 
and have been exploited by 
Japanese Communists, 


“Anything like an’ arbitrary 
tariff could upset the trade bal- 
ance between the United States 
and Japan and throw Japan into 
the Communist orbit. And God 
help us if Russia ever gets the 
know-how and ability of Japan.”

Steel Strike Looms 
In West Germany 


GELSENKIRCHEN, Germany 
(AP)—West Germany's big me 
tal workers union Friday order- 
ed a strike vote by 20,000 iron 
and steel workers in the in- 
dustrial Ruhr. 

The union set the vote for 
March 27 after rejecting a wage 
increase offer by management, 

This decision could lead to a 
walkout that would paralyze the 
German steel industry—now the 
world’s third largest producer 
after the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

A prolonger steel strike would 
deal a hard blow. to this coun 
try’s booming economy that has 
made West Soman’ the major 
economic force in West Europe. 

The union demands an & 
per cent wage increase for the 
iron and steel workers who now 
uverage about 83 cents an hour 
including fringe benefits. 

Employers had proposed a 3.7 
per cent increase. This was re 
jected Friday by the union.

Other refugees were Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter MacLachlan who are 
returning to Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, after living for 32 years 
outside Medan as rubber plant- 
ers. 

MacLachlan said if the Achi- 
nese and Darul Islam troops of 


northwest Sumatra join the 
rebels, the tide would turn 
against the Government. He 


said this was expected to hap- 
pen. 

The refugees said losses had 
been heavy on both sides when 
the rebels captured Medan last 
Sunday and there had been 
fighting among the Government 
troops when some tried to join 
the rebels. The refugees con- 
firmed reports the rebels mace 
off with 200 million ruplahs 
($23.5 million) and 50 truckloads 
of arms when thev occupied 
Medan for two days. 


‘Arms From Taiwan’ 
JAKARTA (INS)—The Indo- 
nesian Government said Friday 
that arms parachuted to Suma- 
tran rebels came from National- 
ist China. 


Army Intelligence Chief Lt. 
Col. Sukendro told a news con- 
ference the rebels had made 
comtacts with some generals 
and Government officials in Tai- 
wan, but he did not know 
whether the arms actually were 
sent by the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. 

Previously, the Government 
announced that arms captured 
when the rebels were driven 


out of Pakanbaru in central 
Sumatra had been made in 
America. 


Ferry Said to Have 
Sunk Too Suddenly 


TOKUSHIMA (Kyodo) — The 
ill-starred ferryboat Nankai 
Maru sank so suddenly in a 
storm near Awaji Island Jan. 26 
that there was no time for its 
crew and passengers to escape, 
prosecutors said yesterday. 


The Tokushima Prosecutors 
Office reached this conclusion 
after examining the ferryboat, 
which was refioated Thursday 
night by salvage vessels and 


floating cranes. 


Research and Medical Center 
For A-Radiation Disease Set 


The Science and Technology 
Agency yesterday revealed the 
details of the construction pro- 
gram for an atomic radiation 
disease research and medical 
center. 

The construction work is 
scheduled to start in Kurosuna- 
cho, Chiba, in April under the 
supervision of the Kanto Reg- 
ional Construction Bureau. 

The bureau hopes to com- 
plete the construction of the 
two-story headquarters build- 
ing, a main research center 
building with four stories and 
one basement and an X-ray ra- 
diation laboratory building by 
next January. The cost for the 
firat stage will total about ¥350 
million.

tee en 


ment with a maximum output 
of 300,000 kilovolt and gamma 
radiation equipment with 3,000- 
curie output will be installed 
in the radiation laboratory 
building. 

The main research bullding 
will house laboratories for 
basic, biological, physiological, 
genetic, medical and enyviron- 
mental sanitation studies. 

The bureau plans to con- 
struct an isotope experimen- 
tal laboratory, a hospital, dormi- 
tories for research staffs and 
other buildings during the sec- 
ond and third stages. 

The total construction cost is 
estimated at about ¥1,000 mil-

SAD not MAD. A 
instance of cruelty “may 
well make you” MAD, but 
hardly the mere “thought 
of animals being jl! treated” 
(in @ yague and general 
sense), SAD is apt, how- 
ever. GAD is too far-fetch- 
ed. BAD and PAD are poor. 
CONFUSED not CONFUT- 
ED. CONFUSED is clearly 
stronger, since CONFUSION 
implies “loss” of self-posses- 
sion. Though CONFUTED, 
he may weil fight back. 
RUG not HUG. RUG is the 
most apt as the clue em- 
phasizes something that 
“it's nice for a man to give 
his wife.” which is true of 
RUG. Regarding HUG, “it 
is” equally “a nice gesture 
for a wife to give her” hus- 
band one, so why stress “a 
man” jn the clue? PUG 
(dog) is poor if “wife” does 
not like dogs.

“words” (e.g. technical and 
trade terms) “that you are 
unlikely to find.” MEW and 
YEW are rerhote. 


LAZY not LADY. LAZY is 
better. “To be” a LADY, in 
the proper sense of the 
word, js a praiseworthy ob- 
jective and there is no real 
reason to suppose that such 
“a girl can prove very ir- 
ritating.” LACY is vague. 
DIET not DUET. The some- 
what stiff phrase “approve 
of” is better suited to DIET, 
viewed In a medicina: sense, 
than to an item of entertain- 
ment (DUET). 

LINES not LINKS. A LINE, 
going from one place to an- 
other, can be viewed as a 
“connection of a kind.” A 
LINK simply is a “connec- 
tion,” without any need for 
the qualifying phrase “of a 
kind,” 

DELAY not RELAY. Strict- 
ly speaking. “to RELAY a 
message” necessarily  in- 
volves more than one per- 
fon sO that he would be 
“giving” more than just

age.” RELAY (used in nautt- 
eal language) is not apt.

The “heat” cycle itself, that) 
is, at which time the female will 
show obvious symptoms, usually 
takes place for a 2l«lay period.

GENEVA (Kyodo-UP) — The 
United Nations conference on 


the law of the Bea decided Fri | 


day to postpone the thorny 
question of the breadth of the 
territorial sea for 10 days to 
give Governments a last chance 
to consult on a possible compro- 
mise, 


It took two days of debate 
In the conferences territorial 
<ea committee to reach that 
eonelusion, with some oul 
tries pressing for an immedi 
ate debate and others asking 
even more time. 

The final vote was 46-16 with 
S. abetentions for a resolution 
which postponed consideration 
of the three draft articles defin- 
ing the territorial sea until 
March 31, But it left the chair- 
man the possibility of calling 
ihe debate earlier if deatrabie. 

The committee will skip over 
the draft articles on other as 
pects of defining the territorial 
sea~—the questions of straight 
paaelines, closing lines for bays, 
ete.—and was to start ite article- 
by-article debate Friday after- 
noon with the section defining 
the “right of Innocent passage” 
of foreign ships through terr?- 
torial waters. 


Ohye Speaks Out 

GENEVA (AP)-—Freedom of 
access to the seas for all nations 
of the world was called for 
Thuraday by Akira  Ohye, 
Japan's delegate to the Geneva 
conference of the law of the 
sea. 

Speaking to the United Na- 
tions working group on the 
question of free access to the 
sea for landlocked countries, 
Onve said, 

“Uniike the many landlocked 
countries, Japan is surrounded 
entirely by sea, but that does 
not make us any the less appre. 
clative of the complex problem 
on free access to, and the use 
of, the sea by nations and ves- 
sels of noncoastal states. Our 
interest in thia question is all 
the more profound since, as you 
know, there are several land- 
locked countries among our 
Asian nations, 

“I should like to emphasize 
here that the freedom of the 
high seas: the cornerstone of the 
regime of the sea, Was estab- 
shed for the purpose of pro- 
moting the interest and welfare 
of the entire international com- 
munity. In other words, the 
high seas are open to all na- 
tlona alike—large or small— 
landiocked or coastal. 

“There is no doubt that the 
landlocked countries are entitl- 
ed to enjoy to the fullest extent 
such rights as navigation, fish- 
Ing amd others that are inher 
emt in the freedom of the high 
seas. Im this cormnection, free 
access to the sea by the land- 
locked countries & recognizable 
as &@ matter of principle. 

“The Japanese delegation con- 
skiers, however, that free access 
to the sea by. such countries 
should be worked out by agree 
ment with Geir neighboring 
coastal statea I have learned 
that this question has been re- 
solved in so many cases by 
agreement between the land- 
locked countries and the coas- 
tal states adjacent to them in 
& manner satisfactory to all the 
parties concerned. 

“It is the sincere hope of my 
delegation that these achieve 
ments will be made more and 
more complete so that all the 
landiocked countries will be 
able to enjoy fully the benefits 
of the seas.”

TOULOUSE—"Let us not say 
that ‘Mr. Satre has found a new 
plane’—but rather that we have 
developed a more economical 
and practical commercial air- 
craft for medium range contl- 
nental operation.” 


Barely concealing his father- 
ly pride ag he

Pierre Satre,

Seandinavian capitals of Copen- 
hagen, Stockholm and Oslo. 

The plane itself, and the im- 
pact it has had on jetliner de- 
sign in many other aircraft 
manufacturing countries of the 
world, have already belied the 
self-effacing modesty of Satre's 
words. 

To hear him tell of the Cara- 
velle’s development it would 
seem that the plane had practt- 
cally evolved of Maelf to meet 
certain requirements set up as 
targets in 1951—“to comply 
with certain specific needs and 
embody all the moat recent 
findings In the field of aeronau- 
tical engineering.” 

The need was a -medium 
range jet powered transport. 

The result was the Caravelle, 
able to carry 70 passengers 2,- 
000 miles at 500 miles an hour 
and. operate from conventional 
length runways. 

Single Engine Takeoff 

As a margin of safety, the 
plane proved itself able to take 
off on only one of its two Rolls- 
Royee Avon jet engines in 6,500 
feet. On three occasions dur- 
ing test operations, the Cara- 
velle has completed a 74)-nau- 
tical mile flight over the 
Mediterranean with one engine 
intentionally cut out.

OSAKA—Japan’s cotton spin- 
ning industry is on its way up 
out of the inventory depression 
which underlies the present pro- 
duction cutback. Nonethelss, 
yarn production and raw cot- 
ton imports and consumption 
in the coming fiscal year will be 
considerably below the postwar 
high of 156-57, 

The biggest problem right 
now in the spinning industry 
is the activity of the “unrecogn- 
ized” spindlieage. In this situa- 
tion, paradoxical and illogical 
to an outside observer, there is 
a synthesis of Japan’s postwar 
probiem in the reconstruction 
of light industry. 


There is, too, an insight into 
the financial problems of smaller 
manufacturers, especially in 
slow times. It would seem that 
the smaller cotton spinners— 
like their small consins in other 
industries—are on a sort of 
financial treadmill which re 
quires that they keep running 
faster; requires prosperity only 
as a condition for even modest 
business success. It is an eco- 
nomic pity, and a drag on 
Japan’s entire economic struc- 
ture. 

Unrecognized Spindles 

There are approximately 
600,000 “unrecognized” spindles 
among the country’s 8 million 
spindles. There have been 1,200, 
000 “new” spindles installed in 
recent years, even before the 
Government might 
edge” their existence for raw 
cotton import allocation pur- 
poses. They were installed on 
the theory that the production- 
consumption curve would go

U.S., Japan Lead 


In Taiwan Trade 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The United States Commerce 
Department sa‘? Friday that Tai- 
wan's foreign trade in 1957 was 
the highest since World War II, 
with Japan again the best export 
market. 

Japan was second to the 
United States as supplier to Tal- 
wan. 

In an annual review, the de- 
partment noted Taiwan's in- 
creased disposition to encourage 
private enterprise, to undertake 
trade promotion, and to make 
reforms in foreign exchange and 
taxation. 

“Though restrictions seriously 
hamper foreign investment, 
some investment interest was 
shown by United States and 
Japanese firms,” the Commerce 
Department said.

Black-Market Premium 

Yarn prices are low, but the 
black-market premium on raw 
cotton is high. The premium 
on cotton resale has been around 
21 cents a pound—about 50 per 
cent of the original landed price! 
This is the premium the own- 
ers of unrecognized spindles 
must pay for the privilege of 
keeping their labor employed 
and plants running, to make a 
loss on the yarn, but to avoid 
heavier losses by shutting 
down. 

The Cotton Spinners Assn. 
estimates that the excess inven- 
tory in all hands recently has 
been equal to roughly 100,000 
bales (40 million pounds) of 
yarn, Production recently has 
averaged around 210,000 bales 
(84 million pounds) a month. 
Actual consumption is estimat- 
ed around 220,000 bales. At this 
rate, the excess inventory is 
being worked off at the rate of 
10,000 bales (4 million pounds) 
a month.

Since the country secured its independence, the course 
of events would seem to indicate that the concentration of 
authority In Jakarta, chief city of Java, is the real cause of 


internecine strife, 


The outer islands naturally feel that their interests 
are not adequately looked after by the highly centralized 
Government in Jakarta, and they resent the fact that 
Java, one of the smaller islands, although the most popu- 


lous, is placed in a privileged position.

Racial differences 


Thus we have the Achinese, Bataks and Minang- 


kabans in Sumatra, the Javanese and Sundanese in Java, 
the Madurese in Madura, the Balinese in Bali, the Sasaks in 
Lombok, the Menadonese, Buginese and others in Celebes, 
and the Dyaks in Borneo, While the majority of the peo- 
ple are Moslems, several other religions are well represent- 
ed. There are some three million Christians, mostly in 


the outer territories. 


Obviously these regional and other differences sug- 
gest that the best form of government would be of a fed- 
éral nature, but unfortunately since 1950 the federal idea 
has been abandoned and Indonesia again made a unitary 


state, 


The result has been widening differences between 
the various islands and their leaders. 


Jealousy of the 


Javanese position, while petty rife in the outer Islands, 
has not, generally speaking, taken a cooperative form among 
them, and this fact has enabled Jakarta to weather the 


storms that have arisen one 


by one. 


President Sukarno, at least until just lately, has pre- 


served much of his pristine popularity. 


Indonesians as a 


whole respect his ideas of patriotism and devotion to coun- 
try, but many dislike and reject his authoritarian methods. 

In other words, any transitional progress from leader 
to dictator is resented. And this is just what many Indo- 


nesians feel about his plans. 


His recent approach to co- 


operation with the Communists has angered the conser- 
vative elements—and particularly the stricter Moslems— 


who fear that the slightest 


advances to the Reds will 


eventually mean that the latter will gain control. 


It is difficult to estimate 


the present strength of the 


Communists in Indonesia, but it is clearly large enough to 
be given serious attention. Besides those who are avowed 
Communists, and who have representatives in, Parliament, 
there are believed to be numerous leftists in underground 
organizations, and these are considered likely to take ad- 
vantage of any opportunity that may be afforded them 
to come out in the open and even perhaps to try to seize 


power. 


How much encouragement they are at present 


receiving from the Communist bloc nations is an unknown 


factor. 


Indonesians generally have, of course, been encourag- 
ed from time to time by Soviet Russia and other Commu- 
nist powers to take an anti-Western attitude, and support- 


ed in the claim to take over Dutch New Guinea. 


But 


there does not seem to be any evidence of Moscow or 


Peiping interfering directly in Indonesian affairs. 


The 


impression gained by those who know Indonesia well is 
that the Communists and their fellow-travelers are marking 


time. 


If Indonesia can be reorganized in such a manner to 
Satisfy different regional wishes and the financial and com- 
mercial situation—at present distintly bad—can be improv- 
ed, it is hardly likely that the Reds will be able to ceize 
power but, of course, communism flourishes most where 
disorder and misgovernment cause poor conditions of 


livelihood. Most wellwishers 


of Indonesia hope that Pres- 


ident Sukarno will modify his centralist proclivities and, 
regaining the confidence of the whole nation, concede to 
regional interests rights which should strengthen rather 
than serve to disrupt the sense of national unity. 


Japan, who recently concluded important agreements 
with Indonesia, is greatly interested in expansion of trade 
with that country, and would also like to see an improve- 
ment in the people's standards of living and social happl- 
ness. She is prepared to do everything she can to further 
these ends, but it is obvious that progress can only be 
slow so long as revolts and violent dissensions disturb 


the peace of the archipelago. 


Indonesia’s troubles have been sometimes described 


as “growing pains.” 


That may be the case, but we can 


only hope that the country will “grow” in the right direc- 
tion through freedom and liberal institutions. The future 
still harbors a large degree of uncertainty. 


Scope of Intervention 


Two New Bills Raise Question of Extent of Government Control 


How far can a democratic 
Government go in an attempt 
to guide the thinking of the 
people and its expressiops? 
This question has been ra 
in connection with the Diet de- 
jiberations upon two Govern- 
ment-sponsored law bills. 

These two bills now before 
the Diet are the Broadcasting 
Law revision bill and the Japan 
Labor Council bill, 

The opposition Socialist Party 
holds that the former bill is 
open to the danger of suppres- 
sion of the freedom of speech, 
and that a desire to impose a 
paternalistic guidance upon the 
labor movement lurks behind 
the latter. 

The Government tries to 
soothe such fears by asserting 
that the two bills have been 
drafted each as an answer to 
particular practical needs that 
have nothing or little if at all 
to do with politics. 

The revision in the Broad- 
casting Law, for example, is be- 
ing proposed in view of the 
mounting influence of radio and 
television, especially the latter, 
The Government wants to in- 
sert, for one thing, a clause that 
radio broadcast must not “vitiate 
public security and morals.” 

Legal Authority 

It is undeniable, unfortunate- 
ly, that an excess of commercial- 
ism is giving rise to vulgar and 
indecent programs that are par- 
ticularly harmful in television. 

It is feared, however, that a 
Vague phrase such as “vitiate 
public security and morals” 
might be utilized as a tool for 
suppression of freedom of 
speech. 

The Government further 
wants to make it mandatory to 
establish a program evaluation 
committee to be composed of by 
at least 15 experts. The Japan 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(NHK) and the commercial 
broadcasting companies do have 
such evaluation organs but the 
new jegisiation wants to give 
legal authority to them and re- 
inforce their function. 

The proposed bill also urges 
the broadcasting. stations to 
maintain an adequate balance 
among educational programs, 
news and entertainment. When 
a cOMmercial broadcasting com: 
pany, possibly a small one serv- 
ing an outlying locality, encoun- 
ters difficulty in preparing its 
programe, it can apply for utili- 
zation of NHK programs, ac- 
cording to the pitt 

Ealarge Board 

As for provisions affecting 
only NHK, the present eight- 
man board of governors will be 
enlarged to 12 members and the 
supervisory power over NHK 
will be strengthened, if the bill 
is approved. As at present, the 
members will be appointed by 
the Prime Minister with the ap- 
proval of the Diet. The hon- 
orary position of the board 
membership, however, will be 
made remunerative. 

As far as the possibility of 
Government control is concern- 
ed, these changes in the status 
of the board of governors seem 
to be the most important among 
the proposed revisions, 

The bill is, however, far more 
moderate than the draft recom- 
mended by the Temporary 
Broadcasting Law Deliberative 
Council, which includes a provi- 
sion to require the approval of 
the Postal Services Minister for 
the appointmerit of the NHK 
president. At present, the board 
of governors has the right to 
nominate the president. 

The Government has toned 
down the bill in anticipation 
of possible opposition from the 
Socialist Party, as well ag from 
journalistic circles. 

As far as commercial broad- 
casting is concerned, the bill in 
its present form: contains little, 
if any, that warrants the fear of 
suppression of the freedom of 
speech,

Asahi Shimbun feared that 
the nation’s 13 major private 
railway companies’ labor unions, 
which had rejected the concilia- 
tion plan handed them by the 
Central Labor Relations Board, 
would be compelled to carry out 
their nationwide strikes as 
scheduled for March 23. The 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo), which spon- 
sors the current spring labor 
offensive, wants to make a cri- 
terion of the wage increase 
won by the private railway 
workers. Accordingly, the Shi- 
tetau Soren cannot possibly ac- 
cept the conciliation plan in an 
easy manner. The paper ask- 
ed the private rail workers’ 
union to explain why they must 
resort to work stoppages. They 
should also bear in mind that 
the private railway was also a 
public enterprise. 


Mainichi Shimbun attacked 
the Government for its clumsy 
diplomacy in dealing with the 
Chinese Nationalist Government 
on Taiwan in connection with 
the conclusion of the fourth 
private trade agreement be- 
tween Japan and Communist 
China. It was unscrupulous for 
the Government, the paper said, 
to have adopted a neutral po- 
ley toward the trade pact until 
Taipei's dissatisfaction with it 
exploded.” It should have ob- 
tained Taipei's understanding 
before allowing the Japanese 
traders to conclude the agree- 
ment since the Nationalist Chi- 


nese authorities had earlier 
complained over it. Although 
the Government is reportedly 
considering to permit a Chinese 
trade mission to be set up here 
to hoist ite national flag only 
on the Chinese national holli- 
days, it said, it will be prob- 
lematical if Taipei could under- 
stand the matter which had 
caused dissatisfaction, 


Yomiuri Shimbun described 
as good the conciliation plan 
handed by the Central Labor Re- 
lations Board to the Private 
Railway Management Associa- 
tion and the Japan Federation 
of Private. Railway Workers 
Unions, The paper asked the 
rail workers to respect the plan, 
although there may be some- 
thing disagreeable to them in it. 
The paper noted that the plan 
has been worked out by taking 
into consideration the present 
business depression in this coun- 
try and has been formulated on 
the basis of the 4 to 6 per cent 
periodic pay raise rate of pri- 
vate Industries. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun said 
the conciliation plan given by 
the Central Labor Relations 
Commission to the disputing 
Private Railways Management 
Association and Japan Federa- 
tion of Private Rallway Workers 
Unions, was worked out by the 
commission by incorporating im 
the plan the insistence of the 
management association for es- 
tablishment of a periodical pay 
raise system instead of a pro- 


: 


visional increase formula. The 
insistence of the management, 
the paper said, was natural since 
any attempt to increase wages 
under the curren buriness re- 
cession should take the form of 
a periodic pay raised instead of 
a provisional increase requiring 
@ relatively larger fund’ In 
this sense, the paper said, the 
commission's conciliation plan 
calling for an average monthly 
wage increase of ¥1,000 for pri- 
vate rail workers might prove a 
sort of criterion for wage de- 
mands being made by various 
labor unions during the current 
spring labor offensive. 


SankeiJiji was surprised at 
the fact that the Japan Federa- 
tlon of Private Railway Work- 
ers Unions had rejected a con- 
ciliation plan handed to it by 
the Central -Labor Relations 
Board and that the management 
association, which had hitherto 
been taking a very stiff attitude, 
had accepted it.

Opposition Arguments 

In opposing the bill, the trade 
unionists and the Socialists 
have in mind the prewar ex- 
ample of Kyochokal (harmony 
hetween labor and management 
society), ‘vhich later became 
overshadowed by the fascistic 
Sangyo Hokoku Kai (associa- 
tion for service to the estate 
through industry). 

Kyochokail made its debut in 
1919 with an enlightened posi- 
tion that a labor movement is 
necessary in a capitalistic so- 
clety despite popular aversion 
against it prevalent at that 
time. But many wnionists sus- 
pected that it was, after all, 
another tool of the capitalists. 

In reviewing the two legisia- 
tions, it may be noted that the 
Kishi Cabinet has tried to pla- 
cate any suspicion of an at- 
tempt of enlargement of the 
scope of Government interven- 
tion and to exercise moderation 
wherever possible. 

The Government, however, 
has falled to convince the gen- 
eral public that the argument 
of opposition is not justified. 
One difficulty lies in the fact 
that most of our conservative 
leaders do not have a con 
structive philosophy, though 
they are busy criticizing leftist 
trends in the labor movement 
and other fields in Japan. 


Masterpieces of Japanese Pup- 
petry, edited for the Society for 
the Publication of “Bunraku Pup- 
pet-Head Masterpieces” by Seijiro 
Saito, Hiroichi Yamaguchi and 
Takao Yoshinaga. English adapta- 
tion by Roy Andrew Miller. Pub- 
lished by Charles E. Tuttle Co., To- 
kyo, 1968. ¥9,000 or $25 in the Far 
East. 


The Charles E. Tuttle Com- 
pany is, among other things, a 
publishing house and a pur- 
veyor of rare books. Now, with 
the appearance of “Master- 
pieces of Japanese Puppetry,” 
it can claim the uncommon dis- 
tinction of being a publisher of 
rare books, 


In other words, this book is 
a collector's item already. Only 
325 copies were printed for pup- 
lic sale and because of difficul 
ties in reemploying the expen- 
sive color plates reprints are 
said to be out of the question. 
Yet more than its scarcity the 
volume is rare because of what 
it contains. Principally, this 
consists of 32 natural-color full- 
size reproductions of old Bun- 
raku heads, the sculptured per- 
sonalities of Japan’s unique pup- 
epet theater. 

The selection here, including 
12 others represented in black 
and white, is the result of a spe- 
cial project initiated by a group 
of Japan’s foremost lovers and 
students of Bunraku. Their aim 
was to preserve at least a rec- 
ord of an all but lost art. Bun- 
raku itself is barely being ‘kept 
alive today, but the art of mak- 
ing the puppet heads has de- 
clined in the past century to the 
practice of imitating earlier 
models, and these are constant- 
ly disappearing. The society 
organized by those concerned 
over this situation searched the 
seldom or never exhibited pri- 
vate collections for the best ex- 
amples, dating from the 16th to 
19th centuries. A series of pub- 
lications followed, each inciud- 
ing a few extremely carefully 
lone plates. The present volume 
is the complete compilation of 
these. 

As a historical record, then, 
this book is of very high signifi- 
cance. Outside of a small group 
~chiefly the owners of the 
heads—it should be an amazing 
discovery, for this is an art form 
that as such has barely been re- 
cognized before, 

It recalls in this sense the 
history of ukiyoe. Though we, 
of course, have infinitely more 
examples of original wood block 
prints extant than we do of the 
puppet heads, how many others 
worthy of preservation must we 
assume were destroyed before 
that art was upgraded from the 
vulgar status it was so long re- 
legated to? In the case of the 
puppet heads we seldom even 
know who the artists were. 

Probably the basic explana- 
tion of this particular neglect 
lies in the fact that the puppet 
heads were made for a practical 
purpose, as theater props. Peo- 
ple have generally seen them 
only in the hands of the pup- 
peteers, through whose deft con- 
trol they are made to come to 
life as actors in a complex 
drama, which itself is an intrin- 
sic art. With the arresting 
photographic reproductions pre- 
sented in this volume, however, 
we have ‘exquisite proof that 
the heads comprise an intrinsic 
art too, that they stand up out- 
side the theater as a separate 
facet of creative genius, One 
need not know anything at all 
about Bunraku to appreciate 
them. 

At the same time, of course, 
they are extremely valuable for

a fuller understanding of Japa- 
nese theater. The whole thea- 
trical tradition of this country is 
written in these remarkable 
faces. They show immediately, 
for instance, that they were the 
inspiration for those gestures 
and grimaces affected by the live 
actors of the Kabuki stage. 

In the case of Noh the bor- 
rowing went the other way. 
Some of the more delicately 
sculptured feminine faces be- 
tray a readily apparent debt to 
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This villainous countenance 
graces the cover of “Mastcr- 
pieces of Japanese Puppetry.” 
A highly-prized example of 
the so-called Takumi head, it 
is one of the privately-owned 
sculptures chosen as the best 
to represent the old art. 


the aristocratic Noh masks. One 
will be more conscious of con- 
trast than similarity between 
these two forms, though, for 
Bunraku if anything, is charac- 
terized by an attempt toward 
realism—even what might be 
ealled an exaggerated realism, 
as manifested in the caricature 
quality of the puppets. 


And yet there is a Noh-like 
subtlety about these faces. You 
can study one of the plates of 
this book hundreds of times and 
each time see new levels of 
meaning. Even without the 
puppeteer’s manipulations, the 
features seem to be in constant 
movement, 


Why is it, we may ask here, 
that the Noh masks are s0 
much more famous than the 
puppet heads? But that is only 
another way of phrasing the 
question posed earlier, and a 
whole raft of reasons niight be 
mustered to explain the lack of 
attention given to this very ex- 
pressive art. For one thing, 
though, it may be because the 
art of the puppet heads has 
never been made available to a 
discerning public before this 
publication, : 


It may certainly be question- 
ed whether this edition, limit- 
ed to just 325 copies, will.serve 
that purpose. We should hope 
for a much larger—and cheap- 
er—edition, even at the sacrifice 
of quality that would come in 
copying the plates. 


That would be a very great 
sacrifice, to be sure, but from 
another standpoint a small 
pular edition suggests itself as 
entirely feasible. That is the 
excellent text, consisting of a 
well-illustrated article on “Bun- 
raku Puppets and Their Back-

White Book on China 


One of the worst horrore of 
the 20th century is forced 
labor and the system of con- 
centration camps. Since the 
end of the war an Internation- 
al Commission has vigilantily 
scrutinized dil parts of the 
world for such barbaric prac- 
tices. This, International Com- 
mission is a private body of 
jurists, which has no executive 
authority, but it has prestige. 
By its revelations, it has roused 
public opinion and checked 
abuses and enormities. 

The commission has now pub- 
lished a White Book on China 
which describes the elaborate 
enquiries made by the commis. 
sion two years ago. It examin- 
ed a large number of witnesses 
who testified about slave labor 
in China and the methods of 
the Chinese judiciary. The 
White Book is a verbatim ac- 
count of the proceedings and 
it is 300 pages long—300 pages 
of deadiy indictment, 

The International Commission 
is not a partisan body. In the 
past it has exposed malprac- 
tices in Greece, in Spain and 
in Tunisia. By fits impartiality 
between ideologies, it has bullt 
up confidence; this makes more 
terrible its revelations of Chi- 
nese iniquities, 

The main verdict of the com- 
mission is contained in a single 
paragraph. “Forced labor,” it 
says, “has appeared in Commu: 
nist China as a penal instru- 
ment universally applied for 
the purpose of political coer- 
cion. .. it is the sanction of 
all the campaigns of repres- 
sion,” 

Upon this slavery, the econo- 
mic system of Communist China 
is partly based, and the com- 
mission calls attention to the 
scale on which it is organized. 
Because of the secrecy which 
the Chinese Government main- 
tains, the commission could not 
arrive at a figure of those sent 
to labor gangs, but it leaves no 
doubt that its size would 
shock and stupify the world if 
it could be published. The con- 
ditions under which prisoners 
live are extremely rigorous; 
labor exacted from them is un- 
remitting and very heavy. 

The White Book describes 
utterly arbitrary judicial pro- 
cesses, by which victims are 
condemned to this servitude. 
There are no trials at which 
evidence is heard and _ sifted. 
Chinese judges apparently re- 
gard themselves simply as in- 
struments of the executive for 
enforcing its policies. 

One of ‘he principal witnesses 
who appeared before the com- 
mission was a Roman Catholic 
priest and university teacher 
named Father Bonnichon. He, 
and other’, analyzed the subtle 
and terrible techniques used 
upon prisoners in China which 
have come to be called “brain- 
washing.” “Their aim is to bring 
about the mental break-down of 
prisoners.” 

If anybody is puzzled about 
confessions made in Chinese 
courts, let him read this White 
Book. It is a manual of methods 
used for destroying human 
dignity and integrity. To make 
a prisoner renounce all his 
previous principles and to ac 
cept a parrotlike version of 
Marxism and Maoism is the 
supreme aim of interrogators 
and prison guards. To succeed 
in it, every imaginable device 
of mental torment is called 
into use. 

It is true that circumstances 
described in the White Book 
are now two or three years old. 
But the pattern continues quite 
unchanged, For example, wit- 
nesses Who appeared before the 
commission described how the 
writer Hu Feng and his as- 
sociates were hunted down in 
1955, The methods used then 
were repeated almost exactly in 
the persecution of so-called 
“rightists” during last year. 
There were the same harrying, 
the same violent and sustained 
press abuse, the same mass 
meetings, the same demands for 
abject confession. 

By the state of its judicial 
system, a country is often best 
judged. The judiciary is one of 
the best indices of a country’s 
civilization. By this standard, 


China falia very low, . ls 
civilization is poles apart ftom 
that of India, which is based 


through and through upon lew. 

Since the International Cot» 
mission made its investigation, 
Chinese Communists have ton- 
fessed some of the scandals of 
their system, especially of the 
People's Courts and their 
lynch law. But confession has 
not led to reform. The system 
continues, and it continues to 
feed slave labor gangs with vic- 
time,

Russian Urgency 
For Summit Meet

PARIS—Why are the Rus- 
sians in such a hurry to get a 
summit conference under way? 

NATO diplomats would like to 
know the answer to that ques- 
tion. 

There is a temptation to be- 
lieve the Soviets are in some 
sort of trouble at home and 
need the meeting to ease their 
problems. 

it probably is true that the 
Russians feel a desire to reduce 
armaments costs, which is why 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan and other Western 
leaders see some hope for partial 
agreement on disarmament. 

But the main body of NATO 
opinion leans more to the idea 
that the Russians want the 
summit quickly for otmer rea- 
sons. 

Chief of these is that the Rus- 
sians want to dissuade the 
West from establishing inter- 
mediate range ballistic missile 
bases in Western Europe. 

The Russians do not have 
much time to do that. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, supreme com- 
mander of Allied Forces in 
Europe, said the missiles will 
be in place a year from this 
summer: 

It would take a long time 
for the Russians to arrange a 
security pact good enough to 
make the West feel safe with- 
out the missiles. 

A major campaign of Com- 
munist parties in Western 
Europe now is to prevent the 
establishment of missile bases 
by NATO. The Communists of 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
Luxemburg met In early March 
to coordinate the campaign 
against missiles. 

It is thought also by NATO 
diplomats that the Russians 
mav believe the time is par- 
ticularly ripe to put pressure on 
the West at a summit meeting. 

For one thing there is reces- 
sion in the United States and 
the Russians may want to take 
advantage of whatever pressure 
this puts on Washington. 

For another there is a mourit- 
ing wave of opinion in Britain 
against the H-hbomb, a wave 
given stimulus by such names 
as Bertrand Russell and tiie 
novelist J. B. Priestley. 

Other possible reasons for,So- 
viet haste toward the summit in- 
clude: net 

The desire to keep nuclear 
weapons out of the hands of 
France, West Germany and 
other countries in the. Free 
World, The French, particular- 
ly, are working to make their 
own nuclear bombs. 

The announced objective of 
getting the West to accept the 
status guo of Communist rule 
over Eastern Europe. 

The announced determination 
to ban nuclear weapons of all 
kinds from Germany, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, 
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
